BILLY SUNDAY STIRS LOS ANGELES 


rs 


Billy Sunday, the noted evangelist, is 
stirring Los Angeles as nothing of the kind 
ever has before, and many thousands of 
men, as well as women, are shouldering the 
cross of Jesus and making public protes- 
tations to the effect that they intend to live 
and lead better lives and become better 
men. The following is from the Los An- 
geles Tribune, about the meetings being 
held, which are the largest meetings of any 
kind ever held in that city. 

‘*The famous sawdust trail is open in Los 
Angeles. Twelve hundred and _ thirty- 
eight men ‘‘hit the trail’’ last night in re- 
sponse to the invitation of Billy Sunday, 
at the great Tabernacle out on Grand ave- 
nue. 

‘It was the greatest opening of the trail 
that I have had in any of my meetings,’’ 
declared Billy last night, as he talked to 
newspaper men from his bathtub, as he 
was taking his bath and rub-down after 
the meeting. ‘‘Whay, little old New York 
would have been proud of a meeting like 
this one, and it would have sat up and taken 
notice. I tell you it means great things 
for Los Angeles and Southern California.”’ 

The meeting last night was of the ‘‘for 

en only’’ variety. Not even young boys 
bers admitted. It was probably the 
greatest men’s mecting ever held for re- 
ligious purposes on the Pacific Coast. 
more than 16,000 men were crowded within 
the walls of the tabernacle. » It was esti- 
mated that more than. 4000 men _ stood 
around the doors and along the walls out- 
side, at every available point where Billy 
Sunday’s voice might reaeh.’’ 

‘Sunday’s metheds are of the emotional 
kind, somewhat similar to those of the Sal- 
vation Army, but they unquestionably do 
good, especially among the classes of peo- 
ple who respond to plays upon their emo- 
tions and sentiment. 

Personally that sort of thing has no ap- 
peal, in matters of so grave, a character 
as religion, but we are glad that it does 
reach the hearts and minds of many thous- 

ands who probably could not be reached 
in any other way. 

The problems of life and death, of God 
and of immortality are great and grave, 
and are something we want to take home 

with us, and think them over, and study 
and ponder a great deal about, and we 
do not relish a lot of cornet horns, and loud 
or slangy exhortation, but those who per- 
sistently refuse to study these big ques- 
tions have to be impressed in some other 
manner, and Billy Sunday is surely get- 
ting action.

This 
scribe has been teaching and preaching 
the Fatherhood of God and the Brother- 
hood of Man for many years, and hopes 
it has done some good. ° The nearer men 
get to first principles and the teachings 
of Jesus Christ the better it will be for 
all mankind, and the farther away they 
drift from such teachings the worse it is, 
for themselves, their loved ones and the 
whole world.
